of the New York Life Insurance com­ 
pany, when he demanded that the con­ 
tributions to the national republican 
campaign fund be returned and the 
president and vice president resign 
or that assurances be given by the 
t)oard of directors that the alleged 
misappropriated moneys would be re­ 
turned within thirty days. 
He also 
read a letter from President MeCall, 
stating that Attorney .Tudson had full 
power to represent him in this matter. 
Mr. Judson began his argument by 
reading the statute under which Mr. 
He held 
that the state superintendent of insur­ 
ance had no power, under this statute, 
ex cept upon the ground that the com­ 
pany was involvent or that its capital 
fund had been impaired, substantiat­ 
ing his argument by quoting decisions 
of the courts of this and other states. 
Further, Mr. Judson said, the de­ 
mands made by Mr. Vandiver could 
not be complied with. "These demands 
are absolutely impossible.’’ he said, 
"because the superintendent demands 
that the officers refund 
the money 
($148,000) contributed to the republi- j 
can 
campaign fund, within 
thirty 


days.” 
Mr. Judson contended that the di­ 
rectors and the policy holders were 
not responsible, and that the officers 
could not be made to pay, and that If 
they did pay the money, according to 
Mr.* Vandiver’s letter, 
they 
would 
then be compelled to resign, which he 
Wk s Sflfc they would not do if they had 
paid back the money. 
He said that no legal process could 
be forced in thirty days to collect the 
money and no court action could se­ 
cure a final judgment in thirty days. 
The demand, Mr. Judson said, was 
unauthorized and unwarranted by the 
statutes of the state. 
He contended 
that if the officers had made a mistak e 
or had Improperly used the funds of 
he company, so long as the company 
was solvent, there was no authority 
of law for revok ing the license. 
He said that the fault of the officers 
was not the fault of the company and 
the mistak es of the former should not 
be used to the disadvantage of the 
policy holders. 
In conclusion Mr, Judson filed a pe- 
tltion signed by m policy holders in 
Missouri, praying that action be de­ 
ferred, and that the superintendent 
go to New York and join with other 
insurance commissioners in protecting 
the rights of the policy holders. 
Mr. Vandiver concluded by stating 
that he had received hundreds of let­ 
ters from policy holders, and that 9 5 
per cent of them favored his proposed 
policy, hut that he would tak e no ac­ 
tion until the ex piration of the original 
thirty days’ notice. 
The attorneys did not seem to con- 
vinc 
him that he should not act, al- 
ih o i^jh he admitted that they made a 
better case than he ex pected them to 
mak e,

60 years ago, an op eration of any im­ 
p ortance meant almost certain death, 
and even 
qu ite simp le op erations 
were fu ll of risk. The wou nds made 
by the su rgeon’s knife 
refu sed to 
heal, p u trefaction was followed by 
su p p u ration, the p atients became de­ 
liriou s, and in a startling minority of 
cases died. 
It was Lord Lister who discovered 
the deadly secret of all this mortality. 
He fou nd that the p u trefaction of the 
wou nd was du e to the p resence of 
germs which were introdu ced from 
ou tside; and in carbolic acid he dis­ 
covered the means to kill these germs, 
thu s by this simp le discovery revolu ­ 
tionizing su rgery 
and saving cou nt­ 
less lives. An early resu lt of this an­ 
tisep tic treatment was that “gangrene, 
irhlch had Infected 80 p er cent of the p ation. 
wou nds, disap p eared entirely," and 
today op erations which wou ld have 
meant certain 
death half a centu ry 
ago, are p erformed daily withou t the 
least risk of fatal consequ ences.

briefest 
ou tline 
is the 
change Lord Lister has wrou ght in 
•u rgery; and one has only to read of 
the horrors of the hosp itals in p re- 
Usterian days, with their deliriou s

It is 60 years almost to a day since 
you ng Lister began to stu dy su rgery 
and medicine at University college, 
London. 
He was the son of a very 
clever man, a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, and the inventor, p ractically, 
of the modem microscop e, and, as 
might be exp ected from the son of 
su ch a father, he qu ickly distingu ish­ 
ed himself among his fellow-stu dents, 
gradu ating brilliantly and taking the 
coveted F. R. C. S. before he was 25. 
Then followed a p eriod of sp lendid 
training at Edinbu rg u nder the great 
Bu rgeon, Mr. Syme, whose dau ghter 
^ h e married, and in 1860, at the early 
age of 23, he was made Regfu s Pro­ 
fessor of Su rgery at Glasgow. 
It was here that he became so deep ­ 
ly Imp ressed by the terrible mortali­ 
ty ,Au e to op erations, and he set to

« « Buffalo BUI*’ Was the Most Famous 


of Ail the Men Who no« c 
the "Pony Express.” 


The most wonderful straight away 
rido ever made b y man was the gallop 
erf Franots Xavier Aub rey —Canadian 
voy ageur, and a famous pony express 
rider—from Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
to Inde|>endence, Mo., 
in 1853 
800 
mUes in five day s and thirteen hours, 
say s McClure's Magazine. 
In 1851 he had covered the same 
dM ance in a little over eight day s; 
and his record was on the wager of 
tifim that he “could do it in an even 
ei^ht.” 
In the whole distance he did 
no t ^o p to rest; 
and 
he changed 
hors ^ only with 
every 100 or 200 
miles. 
He was a stocky French Canadian, 
light-hearted, genial, adventurous and 
ab solutely fearless. 
For some time 
tie was an overland frleghter and he 
made the enormously difficult and 
dangerous drive of a flock of sheep 
from New Mexico to California across 
the deserts of the Colorado. He was 
Idlled In Santa Fe. 
The wo rld's record for organized 
and "schedule" riding was made b y 
the Po ny EKp rms, Never b efore nor 
fiA« mall b een carried so fast, so 
ter and so long merely b y horse pow­ 
er, and If I am not in error, never 
elsewhere hav e horses b een so stead­ 
fastly spurred In any regular service. 
The 
Express carried mail b e­ 
tween the Bast and California (at $5 
per ooncel lor ab out two y ears. 
It 
ran fro m Independence to San Fran­ 
cisco, W50 miles. 
Its time was 10 
day s mM It nev er needed 1 1 . 
It empley ed 500 of the fastest horses 
that could he found, 
of 
course, all 
W estern houses; 200 station keepers 
and 80 rtders. 
It had 19 0 stations, 
crowded down the throat of the wil­ 
derness. 56 to 
100 
miles (or even 
more) 
apart, 
according 
as 
water 
d a n c e d . 
t%e rider was allowed two 
m inutes to change horses and mails 
mt a statioa. 
Wiliiazn F. Cody ("Buffalo Bill") 
was the most famous of the Pony Ex­ 
press riders, and as a fourteen-y ear- 
old "kid" got his first "job ” from 
the man that invented the Pony Ex­ 
press. 
Oody made the record here, a 


round trip ride (necessitated b y the 
killing of his 
relief) 
of 384 miles | 
without stops, except to change horses 
and to sw’allow one hasty meal. 
Another of the Pony Express riders. , 
Jack Keetley . made a run of 340 miles , 
in 31 hours, and another, Jim Moore, 
rode 280 miles in 14 hours and 46 
minutes! 
Such men go t $lo O to $1 2 5 p( r month 
and “found.” 
Their mail was. limited 
to 1 5 pounds. 
Postage was 1 5 per 
half ounce for some time, then the 
government ordered it cut down to |1 
per ounce, at w’hich figure it staid 
till the completion of the overland 
telegraph to San Francisco (Octob er 
22, 1861) ended the life of this gallant 
enterprise.

Jacque Faure, winner o f last Sun­ 
day’s ballo o n race, arrived in Paris

“We set o ff fro m th e Tuileries gar­ 
den at 4:24 o ’clo ck Sunday afterno o n, 
and passed acro ss th e Place Vendô me 
to th e so uth o f th e Sacre Co eur at a 
mo derate h eigh t, but o n quitting Paris 
alto geth er we ro se to an altitude o f 
6,000 feet o r so 
abo ve th e clo uds,

Abo ve us, h o w’- 
ever, at perh aps 12,000 feet fro m th e 
earth , was ano th er clo ud belt, so we 
wh irled alo ng 
between

belts, in a clear but frigh tfully co ld 
atmo sph ere. 
“Th e co ld was really terrible. 
All 
o ur water and 
o th er 
liquids were 
fro zen so lid. 
We felt abo ut as mis­ 
erable as po ssible. Th e h ail and rain 
co ntinually descended, drench ing us 
th ro ugh to th e skin. 
“At midnigh t exactly a remarkable 
disturbance in co nditio n to o k place. 
Th e clo ud banks abo ve and belo w us 
split up as if by magic, and we .gain 
saw th e earth beneath us. I was no t 
quite sure wh ere 
we were at th is 
time, but I fancy th e mass o f ligh t we 
saw beneath us must h ave been Stras­ 
bo urg. 
“Abo ve us we co uld make o ut th e 
great bear with distinctness.

fro m th en o nward I was able to tell

Faure’s ballo o ning feat in co vering 
a distance o f 1,400 kilo meters (875 
miles) fro m Paris to Leutsch au, Hun­ 
gary, between Sunday afterno o n and 
Mo nday mo rning, th o ugh an excellent 
perfo rmance, co nsidering th e adverse 
weath er co nditio ns, do es no t beat th e 
reco rd establish ed by Co mte de la 
Vaulx, wh en h e landed In Russia, a 
distance o f 2,000 
kilo meters (1,250 
miles) fro m Paris. 
De la Vaulx said to day: “So me peo ­ 
ple lo o k upo n ballo o ning as danger­ 
o us. 
In th e case o f educated aero ­ 
nauts, I can co nscientio usly say it is 
no t nearly so dangero us as auto mo bil- 
ing. Perso nally, I feel sure ballo o ning 
will be o ne o f th e ch ief spo rts o f th e 
future—fo r wealth y peo ple first; th en, 
as in auto mo h iling, 
fo r everybo dy.

S t Petersburg, October 25.—Over 
h alf of European Russia is in th e grip 
of th e striking railroad men. and th e 
strike continues to spread rapidly in 
all directions. 
Before tomorrow th e capital Is ex- 
p^ted to be cut off from th e outside 
world by way of th e continent. Th is 
will also involve th e suspension of 
postal communlcation. 
Th e league of leagues h as seised 
th e opportunity to come to th e sup­

Ju ly 7 he was g iv en 
respite an d his han g in g set for Sep­ 
tember 11. Fou r day s before that date 
he was g iv en an other respite u n til Oc­ 
tober 21.

The good cratt Koxana, the palatial j 
houseboat in which John W. Gates j 
goes seafaring and whereupon he en- 
j 
tertains much and lavishly , has just i 
completed a 
cmise of 4,68 3 miles, 
say s the Chicago Journal. 
After a 
trip from Chicago to Prince Edward 
island via the canal, the Mississippi 
river and the Atlantic coast, the Rox­ 
ana, which it is said will see Chicago 
nevermore, lies tied up at a wharf at 
Pawtucket Neck, Rhode Island, where 


it has just arrived. 
The Roxana is commanded by Cap­ 
tain Isaac Golden and has well with­ 
stood the long cruise. 
The craft Is 
one of the finest houseboats in this 
country , and is much like a blunt- 
bowed steam y acht, with much upper 
works and no bowsprit or mast. 
She 
has just 
returned 
from a trip of 
nearly 5,000 
miles 
along the New 
England and Nova Scotia coasts, and 
will remain at Pawtucket for about 
ten day s, waiting for orders for a 
Southern trip. 
The Roxana is 118 feet 6 inches 
long, 26 feet beam, draws 3 feet 2 
inches amidships and has 25 feet 9 
inches of elevated upper works above 
the water, a startling contrast to the 
2 feet 2 inches below It. 
She was 
built at Racine, Wis., In 1903. 
Built for use on the Great lakes, 
the Roxana w^as taken from Chicago 
to New York through canal, down the 
Mississippi, and along the inside pas­ 
sage on the coast to New York, wherO 
the boat was cut in two and fifteen 
feet added to her length, which had 
been 102 feet. 
Since then she has 
been used along the coast by her 
owner. 
The Roxana left Morris Heights on 
the Hudson June 15, reached Paw­ 
tucket the next day , and on the day 
following started east, going to Vine­ 
y ard Haven and thence up the coast 
to Eastport, Me.*

Yarmouth, Halifax, Liscomh, N. S., 
through Northumberland straits, be­ 
tween Prince Edward island and Nova 
Scotia, to Somerside, P. E. I., which 
was reached July 5.

A curious experiment has recenü y 
been performed by a Russian electrlo- 
ian. M. Michkin, In which he has en­ 
deavored to use as a source of power 
the atmospheric electricity extracted 
from the clouds, say s Harper’s Week­ 
ly . In his investigation he construct­ 
ed a collecting kite which was raised 
in the air so that after attaining a 
height of 115 feet sparks were produc­ 
ed at a small gap to which the wire 
of the kite was connected. The con­ 
ductors of a small and especially con­ 
structed motor were then attached to 
each side of the spark gap, and re­ 
volved at a speed of about 5,000 revo­ 
lutions per minute, this speed being 
maintained for an hour, as long M 
the wind could support the kite at the 
proper altitude.

Bud Rogan, the colored monstrosity 
of this city , Is dead, say s a Gallatin, 
Tenn., writer. 
He was known far and near as the 
liv ing skeleton, and thousands of p eo­ 
p le hav e v iewed him with am azement 
Bud was a giant y et a skeleton. 
His correct measurements were: 
Height, 8 feet 9 inches (by far the 
tallest human of which medical men 
hav e record). 
Weight, 105 p ounds. 
Reach 
(arms 
outstretched), 
110 
inches—5 inches 
greater 
than his 
height. 
From crotch to knee, 31 inches. 
From knee to heel, 28 inches. 
From knuckles 
to 
tip of middle 
finger, 7 inches. 
Finger nails, size of a 25-cent p iece. 
Length of feet, 16 inches. 
His body was of ex tra large frame, 
y et a p erson with an av erage size hand 
could sp an around any of his limbs. 
The most p eculiar thing about this 
human wonder was the fact that he did 
no t hav e a muscle in his entire anato­ 
my . 
Nor did he hav e much flesh, 
his frame being figurativ ely sp eaking, 
skin and 
bones. 
He 
had what is 
technically 
termed 
acromegaly , 
a 
gradual “p ining” away , or wasting of 
flesh, and for which there is no known 
remedy . 
Bud began losing flesh about 20 
y ears ago, and in an almost incredibly 
short p eriod was reduced to skin and 
bones, in which condition he remained 
until his death a few day s ago—his 
demise being from an unknown cause. 
Up to the age of 1,5 y ears he was a 
day laborer and could p erform the 
work of two able-bodied men, hut in 
ev ery other resp ect he was not unlike 
any ordinary negro. 
He v’as nev er 
sick a day and nev er suffered any 
p ain 
or 
unp leasantness 
when the 
strange malady ov ertook him—nor 
ev en afterward. 
At first the emacia­ 
tion came so slowly that he p aid lit­ 
tle attention to it, although frequently 
reminded of it by his associates. 
One night in the sp ring of 18 8 5, 
alter a hard day ’s work, he retired, 
feeling as well as usual, but about 
midnight be awoke, screaming with 
fright and say ing he “felt his flesh 
crawling.” From that time to the day 
of his death he nev er walked a step 
nor stood alone. 
In this almost 
help less condition 
Bud remained at home two y ears. He 
constructed a wagon, the material be­ 
ing carried to his bed. 
He then p ro­ 
cured a p air of goats and with this 
oinflt set out to make a living, his 
widowed mother being quite old, a 
crip p le and v ery p oor. 
Bud had his 
goats under p erfect control, and could 
driv e them any where, 
his fav orite 
p lace being the dep ot where he met 
all trains and receiv ed many hundreds 
of dollars in gifts from the curious 
trav eling p ublic.

It Has Finally Vanished From 
the Earth. 


DEATH OF LAST OF THE LINE. 


Secret Descended From Father to Son 


for More Than Ten Genera­ 
tions, *Tls Said. 


Blaze d e Bury, after receiv in g the 
claims of the wife of a certain Italo- 
American to the 
title 
of the “last 
Coun tess of Borgia,’* tells a most in ­ 
terestin g story about 
the last male 
d escen d an t of the famous poison in g 
family, writes a Paris correspon d en t. 
“He was n amed Duke Riario-Stoi« a, 
an d a w^ell-kn own figure in the Paris 
gran d opera. 
As 
our 
subscription 
seats ad join ed , I met him there two 
or three n ights a week, an d grad ually 
the d uke began to hon or me with his 
frien d ship. 
On e ev en in g he said : 
“ I f it w'asn ’t for music, my on ly 
passion , I would hav e d ispen sed with 
life lon g ago. Burd en ed as I am with 
the kn owled ge of my family’s secrets, 
I kn ow little comfort.* 
“Then he told me that he was in 
possession of the formula for makin g 
‘Cutarella,’ the poison by which the 
Borgias rid themselv es of their en e­ 
mies an d of person s w^hose fortun es 
or wiv es they cov eted . ‘The secret has 
d escen d ed from father to son through 
10 cen turies an d more. 
If I had a 
legitimate son I would hav e to impart 
it to him before I d ie, says the family 
trad ition . To av oid that d read ful res­ 
pon sibility I n ev er 
married .* 
The 
poison , he explain ed , was ‘rather a 
simple mixture.* an d it was hard to 
believ e that n o chemist ev er foun d or 
red iscov ered 
the 
formula. 
‘The 
poison ,’ he said , ‘carries with it in ev i­ 
table d eath, but n o court of law’ an d 
n o expert physician is able to d etect 
an y symptoms of v iolen ce in the v ic­ 
tim ’s bod y. 
Hen ce the Cutareila is 
the prin ce of poison s, Just the poison 
for statesmen an d kin gs to han d le. 
“ ‘My formula prov id es either for 
sud d en or for lin gerin g d eath, accord ­ 
in g to the poison er’s wishes. I could 
make you d rop d ead in an in stan t by 
a han d shake, or by a d rop of liquid 
poured iq your water or coffee, an d I 
might sen ten ce you to perish by in ­ 
ches, to burn up aliv e, etc.’** 
Blaze d e 
Bury 
calls 
the d uke a 
“theoretical philosopher of murd er.’* 
He on ce said : 
“The truly great an d just man , a 
man without egotism an d without 
axes to grin d , might become a great 
aid to justice by the possession of the 
Cutareila secret. 
The Borgias used 


the poison as a v ehicle for their am­ 
bition an d greed —it might be used to 
rid the world of a lot of secret crim­ 
in als an d v ampires, laughin g at the 
law’. 
Justice, as we un d erstan d it, 
d oes n ot 
pun ish 
on e 
third of the 
crimes committed . 
Numerous perpe­ 
trators escape by techn icalities, by 
bribery, by accid en t. 
Now’ suppose 
that the possessor of the Cutareila 
secret hun ts d own such men an d wo­ 
men 
an d rid s the world of them. 
Suppose he makes himself the in stru­ 
men t of v en gean ce for wron ged wo­ 
men , for men d riv en to d espair, for 
child ren robbed an d betrayed by their 
guard ian s. 
Suppose he would take 
it upon himself to kill faithless kin gs 
an d min isters that oppress the people. 
Suppose 
the 
Cutareila 
proprietor 
would go to Russia an d d o the work 
of the rev olution ists there. 
W hat a 
gran d prospect!** 
“Has your grace ev er con ceiv ed that 
mission ?** asked the author. 
“When I w’as youn g I sometimes 
con sid ered its ad v isability,’* replied 
the d uke. 
“But I was n ev er a hero, 
n ev er a great moralist. 
Besid es, I 
felt that I had n o particular kn owl­ 
ed ge of character. I might hav e exe­ 
cuted more 
in n ocen t 
people than 
guilty on es. An d so I con clud ed to let 
the secret of the v en gean ce poison 
sleep. 
Sin ce I came in to possession 
of the formula it was 
n ev er put in 
operation . An d it n ev er shall. I won ’t 
use it ev en on myself. 
If horror of 
life ev er seizes me I shall d ie by a 
pistol shot.** 
Soon after that the last male Borgia 
actually killed him self w’ith a rev ol­ 
v er.

McCALL WILL NUT RESIGN. 


Does Not Propose to Accede to M is­ 


souri's O em ands^Tim c Limit 


Expires November 7. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Oct. 26.—F. N. 
JudsoQ, representing the New York 
Life Insursaoe company, told W. D. 
Vandiv er, superintendent of the state 
insurance department, at the confer­ 
ence here yesteraay afternoon, that 
his demands “are absolutely impossi­ 
ble,** and that President McCall and 
other officials would not comply with 
them. 
Superintendent Vandiv er said 
he would do nothing until the limit of 
thirty days giv en the company expir­ 
ed. This will be Nov ember 7. 
The conference began at 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, and did not ad­ 
journ until 6 o'clock. 
The proceed­ 
ings were opened by Mr, Vmidlv er 
reading his letter to President McCall, 
of the New York Life Insurance com- 
imny, when he demanded that the con- 
tributtons to the natlcmal republican 
campaign ftmd be returned and the 
president and v ice president resign 
or that assurances be giv en by the 
board of directors that the alleged 
misappropriated moneys would be re­ 
turned within thirty days. 
He also 
read a letter from President McCall, 
stating that Attorney Judson had full 
power to represent him !n this matter. 
Mr. Judeos began his argument by 
reading the statute under which Mr. 
Vandiv er proposes to act. 
He held 
that tha state superintendent of Insur­ 
ance had no power, under this statute, 
wxcept upon the ground that the com­ 
pany was Inv olv ent or that Its capital 
fund had been Impaired, substantiat­ 
ing his argument by quoting decisions 
of the courts of this and other states. 
Further, Mr. Judson said, the de­ 
mands made by Mr. Vandiv er could 
not be complied with. "These demands 
are absolutely Impossible,” he said, 
••because the superintendent demands 
that the cheers refund 
the money 
($148,000) contributed to the republl- 
» can 
campaign fund, within 
thirty 
days.** 
Mr. Judsoa contended that the di­ 
rectors and the policy holders were 
not responsible, and that the officers 
could not be made to pay. and that if 
they did pay the money, according to 
Mr. Vandiv er's letter, 
they 
would 
then be compelled to resign, which he 
was sure they would not do if they had 
paid h 3 Ld k 
the money. 
He said that no legal process could 
be forced in thirty days to collect the 
money and no court action could se­ 
cure a final |udgment in thirty days. 
The demand, Mr. Judson said, was 
unauthorised and unwarranted by the 
statutes of the state. 
He contended 
that If the officers had made a mistake 
or had improperly used the funds of 
the company, so long as the company 
was solv ent, there was no authority 
of law for rev oking the license. 
He said that the fault of the officers 
ims not fke fault of the company and 
the mistakes of the former should not 
be used to the disadv antage of the 
policy hol<ters. 
In conclusion Mr. Judson filed a pe­ 
tition signed by 500 policy holders in 
Missouri, praying that action be de­ 
ferred, and that the superintendent 
go to New York and Join with other 
Insurance oommissloners in protecting 
the rights of the policy holders. 
Mr, Vandiv er concluded by stating 
that he had receiv ed hundreds of let­ 
ters from policy holders, and that 95 
per cent of them fav ored his proposed 
policy, but that he would take no ac­ 
tion until the expiration of the original 
thirty days* notice. 
The attorneys did not seem to con­ 
v ince him that he should not act, al­ 
though he admitted that they made a 
better case than he expected them to 
make.

Boston. Mass., Oct. 26.—The secret 
marriage of Miss Martha Manning 
Ames, one of the most cultured and 
refined young women of this city, to 
"Dr.” Michael Chlrurg, who Is said to 
be a Russian Jew, promises to cause 
a big sensation In social circles. Chf- 
rurg attained notoriety some time 
ago by posing as a Russian delegate 
to the Lake Mohonk peace conference. 
He is declared to be an imposter. 
The bride is a niece of Miner T. 
Ames, the multimillionaire coal mine 
owner of Chicago and Minonk, 111., 
and John C. Ames, the rich coal oper­ 
ator of Streator, HI., and from her fa­ 
ther, Daniel J. Ames, who died in 1887, 
she inherited $20,000. 
She has v isited in the. All stone dis­ 
trict with her mother since 1896, and 
in 1900 graduated from Wellesley with 
the degree of A. B. Then she entered 
Radcliffe for a postgraduate course of 
two years, and graduated there with 
the degree of Jl. M. 
Then for two 
years she taught Greek, Latin and an­ 
cient history in the Dedham High 
school. She is 27 years old, petite of 
figure, 
v iv acious, 
fascinating 
and 
charming. 
Dr. Chirurg gav e his age In procur­ 
ing a marriage license ten days ago 
as 38, and his birthplace as Russia, 
and added that he was a widower. 
When the couple took out the li­ 
cense the bride's mother appeared at 
the registry office In the city hall and 
caused a scene by throwing her arms 
about her daughter's neck, and with 
tears 
streaming down 
her cheeks 
pleading with her not to wed Chfrui^, 
and denouncing him as an adv enturer. 
The next day when he called at 
Mrs. Ames' house 
he was peremp­ 
torily ordered away, and on the fol­ 
lowing day, last Monday, Miss Ames 
left home ostensibly to v isit a Welles­ 
ley classmate. 
That afternoon they 
were married. 
Mrs. Ames learned that Chirurg was 
naturalized 
in Boston 
February 4, 
1893; that he practiced medicine un­ 
der a diploma issued In 1888 by “the 
Indiana College of Medicine and Mid­ 
wifery,” and that his first wife died 
In 1898 In the Jewish quarter. 
“My daughter has her $20,000 to do 
with as she sees fit,” said Mrs. Ames,

GRAVE IS ROBBED 


Has Saved the Lives of Fully 
250,000 Persons. 


GRAND OLD MAN OF SURGERY 


To No other 
Man 
Who Has Ever 
Lived Can Such a Splendid 
Tribute Be Paid. 


Stone-Chflaman Suit It Set. 
The suit of Senator Stone against 
Judge George L. Chrism an, of Jack­ 
son county. Is set for trial at I^xlng- 
ton Nov ember 1, before Judge Sam 
Dav is.

In an age when honors are lav ished 
on men for the skill with which they 
compass the death of thousands of 
their fellows, 
one 
cannot pay too 
much homage to those whose mission 
it is to sav e, and not to destroy, life; 
and happily there still remains among 
us the king of them all, a man on 
v /hose monument may some day be 
inscribed 
this 
remarkable legend: 
“He sav ed a quarter 
of 
a million 
liv es,” says Tld-Bits, 
To no other man 
who has ev er 
liv ed can such a tribute be paid; but 
to assert that Lord Lister, the “Grand 
Old Man” of surgery, has snatched 
250,000 men from the grav e is proba­ 
bly to understate the truth. 
When Joseph Lister first made his 
acquaintance with a hospital, about 
60 years ago, an operation of any Im­ 
portance meant almost certain death, 
and ev en 
quite 
simple operations 
were full of risk. The wounds made 
by the surgeon’s 
knife 
refused to 
heal, putrefaction was followed by 
suppuration, the patients became de­ 
lirious, and in a startling majority of 
cases died. 
It was Lord Lister who discov ered 
the deadly secret of all this mortality. 
He found that the putrefaction of the 
wound was due to the presence of 
germs which were introduced from 
outside; and in carbolic acid he dis­ 
cov ered the means to kill these germs, 
thus by this simple discov ery rev olu­ 
tionizing surgery 
and sav ing count­ 
less liv es. An early result of this an­ 
tiseptic treatment was that “gangrene, 
which had infected 80 per cent of the 
wounds, disappeared entirely,” and 
today operations which would hav e 
meant certain 
death half a century 
ago, are performed dally without the 
least risk of fatal consequences. 
Such in 
briefest 
outline 
Is the 
change Lord Lister has wrought In 
surgery; and one has only to read of 
the horrors of the hospitals In pre- 
Llsterian days, with their delirious 
and dying patients, and “their com­ 
pound odor of boiled mutton and sour 
poultices,” and then to pay a v isit to 
a hospital of today to realize bow re­ 
v olutionary is the change wrought by 
this one man. 
It is 60 years almost to a day since 
young Lister began to study surgery 
and medicine at Univ ersity college, 
London. 
He was the son of a v ery 
clev er man, a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, and the Inv entor, practically, 
of the modern microscope, and, as 
might be expected from the son of 
such a father, he quickly distinguish­ 
ed himself among his fellow-students, 
graduating brilliantly and taking the 
cov eted F. R. C. S. before he was 26. 
Then followed a period of splendid 
training at Edinburg under the great 
surgeon, Mr. Syme, whose daughter 
he married, and in 1860, at the early 
age of 23, he was made Regius Pro­ 
fessor of Surgery at Glasgow. 
It was here that he became so deep­ 
ly impressed by the terrible mortali­ 
ty due to operations, and he set to 
work to discov er the cause, with the 
n suits which 
we 
hav e described. 
There are still liv ing students who 
saw him first experiment In antisep­ 
tic surgery by making a paste of car­ 
bolic acid ov er the wound, and It was 
soon* admitted that “Lister’s wards’* 
were the healthiest In the world. But, 
like many another prophet, he found 
least appreciation 
among 
his own 
countrymen. 
Germany. 
France and 
oth er continental countries adopted 
his methods with av idity, and 
his 
lit me was 
European 
before Great 
rhicaln iHTaine a tardy conv ert to 
his teaching. 
Howev er, u n lik e so 
many world- 
b en efn efors. he has liv ed to see the 
finlv ersal triumph of his discov ery, 
and to reap honors such as fall to few 
n I’fi in a century. 
I# ong years ago the Univ ersity of 
Budapest conferred an honorary de­ 
gree on him amid a scene of liuparal- 
l« drd enthusiasm. 
In 
Germany he 
has long been hailed as the greatest 
surgeon In all the world-—except, per­ 
haps Virchow, their Idol; and the 
principal hospital In Home, the Cllnico 
l^mherto I., has ov er Its chief en­ 
tran ce a hasreilef representing Lister 
In the net of dressing a wound. 
He 
has been made a Follow of the Royal 
Hoclety; univ ersities hav e v ied with 
each other in oonferrlng degrees on 
him. In 1883 he was created a baron­ 
et, and eight years ago he was made 
a peer and priv y councillor (the first 
man in his profession to receiv e such 
an honor), and to his many titles he 
now adds those most prized letters, 
O. M. 
And nev er, perhaps, did so great a 


man bear his honors so modestly. At 
78 he remains, to quote a great sur­ 
geon, “as simple and lov able as a 
child.” 
His old pupils adore him; 
his numberless friends respect and 
lov e him; the world counts him one 
of its greatest benefactors. 
For the 
rest, he is an ardent lov er of nature, 
skilled in botany and woodcraft, and 
he declares that the sweetest music 
on earth is the song of birds.

The most wonderful stralght-away 
ride ev er made by man was the gallop 
of Francis Xav ier Aubrey-^anadian 
v oyageur, and a famous pony express 
rider—from Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
to Independence, Mo., 
In 1853 800 
miles in fiv e days and thirteen hours, 
says McClure’s Magazine. 
In 1852 he had cov ered the same 
distance in a little ov er eight days; 
and his record was on the wager of 
$1,000 that he “could do It in an ev en 
eighL” In the whole distance he did 
not stop to rest; 
and 
he changed 
horses only with 
ev ery 100 or 200 
miles. 
He was a stocky French Canadian, 
light-hearted, genial, adv enturous and 
absolutely fearl^s. 
For some time 
he was an ov erland frieghter and he 
also made the enormously difficult and 
dangerous (ta*lv e of a Cock of sheep 
from New Mexico to Callfomla across 
the deserts of the Colorado. He was 
killed In Santa Fe. 
The world's 
record for organized 
and “schedule” riding was made by 
the Pony Ihcpress. Nev er before nor 
Mnce has mall been carried so fast, so 
far and so long merely by horse pow­ 
er, and If I am not in error, nev er 
elsewhere hav e horses been so stead­ 
fastly spurred In any regular serv ice. 
The Pony Express carried mall be­ 
tween the East and Callfomla (at $5 
per ounce) lor about two years.

ran from Independence to San Fran­ 
cisco, 1,950 miles. 
Its time was 10 
days and It nev er needed 11. 
It employed 500 of the fastest horses 
that could be found, of course, all 
Western horses; 200 station keepers 
and 80 riders. 
It had 190 stations, 
crowded down the throat of the wil­ 
derness, 65 to 
100 miles (or ev en 
more) 
apart, 
according as 
water 
chanced. The rider was allowed two 
minutes to change horses and mails 
at a station. 
William F. Cody (“Buffalo Bill”) 
was the most famous of the Pony Ex­ 
press rkiers, and as a fourteen-year- 
old “kid” got his first “Job” from 
the man that Inv ented the Pony Ex­ 
press. Cody made the record here, a 
round trip ride (necessitated by the 
killing of bis 
relief) 
of 384 miles 
without stops, except to change horses 
and to swallow one hasty meal. 
Another of the Pony Express riders. 
Jack Keetley. made a run of 340 miles 
in 31 hours, and another, Jim Moore, 
rode 280 miles in 14 hours and 46 
minutes! 
Such men got $100 to $125 per month 
and “found.” Their mail was limited 
to 15 pounds. 
Postage was $5 per 
half ounce for some time, then the 
gov ernment ordered it cut down to |1 
per ounce, at which figure It staid 
till the completion of the ov erland 
telegraph to San Francisco (October 
22. 1861) ended the life of this gallant 
enterprise.

DIphthsrIs In Kansas City. 


JacQue Faure, winner ot last Sun­ 
day’s balloon race, arriv ed in Paris 
today, writes the Paris correspondent 
of the Chicago Tribune. He tells the 
following story of his trip from Paris 
to Leutschan, Hungary: 
“We set off from the Tuileries gar­ 
den at 4:24 o’clock Sunday afternoon, 
and passed across the Place Vendô me 
to the south of the Sacre Coeur at a 
moderate height, but on quitting Paris 
altogether we rose to an altitude of 
6,000 feet or so 
abov e the clouds, 
which had been depressing Parisians 
throughout the day. Abov e us, how­ 
ev er, at perhaps 12,000 feet from the 
earth, was another cloud belt, so we 
whirled along 
between 
these two 
belts, In a clear but frightfully cold 
atmosphere. 
“The cold was really terrible. All 
our water and 
ocher 
liquids were 
frozen solid. We felt about as mis­ 
erable as possible. The hail and rain 
continually descended, drenching us 
through to the skin. 
“At midnight exactly a remarkable 
disturbance In condition took place. 
The cloud banks abofe and below us 
split up as if by magic, and we again 
saw the earth beneath us. I was not 
quite sure where 
we were at this 
time, but I fancy the mass of light we 
saw beneath us must hav e been Stras­ 
bourg. 
“Abov e us we could make out the 
great bear with distinctness. Indeed, 
from then onward I was able to tell 
our bearings by the light of the pole 
star. 
Thus from 
midnight to 5:30 
o’clock in the 
morning 
we glided 
along in the glow of a magnificent 
moon. The clouds, howev er, filled in 
beneath us and obscured the world 
from our v ision. 
“All this time it remained wretched­ 
ly cold. 
Our bags of ballast, which 
had been wetted, were frozen solid 
and we were obliged to bang them 
against the edge of the car to loosen 
the particles of 
sand so that they 
should do no injury when we threw 
them out. 
“At 6 o’clock In me morning we 
: rose to 12,000 feet and continued to 
rise. We already had sped abov e the 
Danube for ov er 260 kilometers (162 
miles), and had obtained most fascin­ 
ating v iews from time to time as we 
swept along at a speed well ov er 100 
kilometers (62 miles) an hour. 
“All this time me mommg sun was 
expanding the gas in the balloon, and 
we were drying ourselv es nicely. Yet 
all the time we were gradually sink­ 
ing. Ov erboard had gone all our bal- 
lasL our spare clothes, bags of pro­ 
v isions—In 
fact, 
ev erything which 
tended to weigh us down. We were 
racing and took ev ery adv antage, but 
all was useless. 
The 
moment had 
come, as It comes to all balloonists, 
wten the gas must dissipate into the 
air. 
We were 15,000 feet alxjv e ground, 
and still hurrying along when the 
descent began. In sev en minutes we 
had dropped through fiv e kilometers 
(about three miles!, la twenty min­ 
utes we came down in some trees In 
the neighborhtx'd of l.eutsehau. 
We 
came in contact with the earth gently 
and suffered no damage. The balloon, 
scarcely damaged, is now on its wray 
back to Paris by train.*’ 
Faure’s ballooning feat in cov ering 
a distance of 
kilometers (875 
miles) from Paris to Ixnitschau. Hun­ 
gary, bctw'een Sunday afternoon and 
Monday morning, though an excellent 
performance, considering the adv erse 
weather ctmdit ions, does not beat the 
n coVd established by Comte de la 
Vaulx. when he landed in Russia, a 
distance of 2.0W 
kilometers (1.250 
miles) from Paris. 
IV la Vaulx said today: “Some peo- 
pl> look upon ballooning as danger­ 
ous. 
In the case of educated aero­ 
nauts. I can (Hmacientiously say it Is 
not nearly so dangerous as automobll- 
ing. Personally. I feel sure ballooning 
will be one of the chief sports of the 
future—for wealthy people first; then, 
as in automoblllng. 
for ev erybody. 
The day will come when it will be 
quite common for people to go from 
Parla into the country with a bal­ 
loon with greater safety than Is offer­ 
ed either by the roadway or an auto­ 
mobile.”

RESIST OCEAN’S FURY. 


Iron Pier Over Which Sea Water la 
Piped to San Francisco. 


To supply the city of San Francisco 
with a liberal allowance of pure 
water is a great undertaking, says 
Technical World Magazine. There 
are hundreds of salt bathing establish­ 
ments in the city and sea water Is 
used for v arious other purposes be­ 
sides. 
A large pipeline extends from the 
beach ov er the hills and up into an 
immense reserv oir, from which the 
water is generally distributed. This 
pipeline is more than fiv e miles long, 
v ery powerful pumps are in constant 
operation at the beach, to driv e the 
water up into the reserv oir. 
In order to obtain the water entire­ 
ly free from sand, an iron pier wa» 
built some years ago far out Into th e 
sea, on 
which 
structure the great 
water main is laid. Though this p4« r 
was 
strongly 
built, 
the perpetual 
poundings of the huge breakers In 
time wrought hav oc. The massiv e 
steel supports were twisted, bent and 
tom from their fastenings. Very re­ 
cently some substantial repairs were 
made to the other end, but this woric 
was done with great difficulty. 
A 
great number of round steel “piles” 
were used. 
These 
giant 
rods, or 
i 
sticks, were sixty feet long and eight 
inches in 
diameter, 
each weighing 
ov er four cons. 
They 
were driv ^ 
nearly half their length into the hard, 
wav e beaten sand by a powerful pile 
driv er. 
Upon the top of each was 
placed a cast iron cap, weighing two 
tons. 
These caps were hollow, the 
concav e side being on the top. S t ^ 
braces were fitted Into these ponder­ 
ous caps, the whole being massiv ely 
connected and bolted. Then concrete 
was poured Into the hollows of the 
caps, and this, hardening Into ston% 
made the whole end structure “TOa 
proof.” 
The massiv e Ironwork can 
now bid defiance to the incessipt fury 
of the breakers for years to come. 
The work 
was 
prosecuted under 
many difficulties, the chief obstacles 
being tbe heav y tides and the nev er 
ceasing lashing of the angry breakers. 
The nature of the structure is nov el 
and original, and the work inv olv ed a 
large outlay of money.

THE BONE OF A DOG. 


Grafted On To Leg of Injured Man 


Saved the Member. 
Grafting the bone from a dog’s leg 
onto the leg of a man that had been 
removed, and so saving to the man 
his leg, w’as the remarkable surgical 
feat performed by a 
local surgeon, 
says the San Francisco Chronicle. 
It 
was the first recorded case of grafting 
a board of trustees, and is so deeded upon the human bone the bone of one 
that It can never be mortgaged nor of the low^er animals. 
The patient. 
alienated, but must be used tor an 
«orphanage forever. 
Christian Home Orphanage is 
not a local institution, and Is whoUys 
undenominational in character, being 
controlled by no church, society or 
^ c t . 
It Is strictly a charitable insU- 
i:uftion, depending entirely for its sup- 
t)ort upon the voluntary contributions 
of those who sympathize with home­ 
less and destitute children. It has no 
endowment, employs no agents, and 
* charges no fees for receiving children, 
•or for placing them for adoption with 
private families. 
It does not separate 
families of young children, believing 
that it is cruel to break up the family, 
scattering these little ones in all parts 
of the coimtry. 
This institution has cared for more 
than 4,000 children, and has constant­ 
ly under its care an average of 220. 
m any of whom are seriously and per­ 
manently crippled or afflicted in other 
ways. 
The children are taught useful oc­ 
cupations, and are educated in the in­ 
stitution’s own school. 
Chapel ex­ 
ercises are lield every morning, and 
• church and Sunday school every Sun- 


The Home receives destitute chil­ 
dren free of all charge, from any part 
oi the ooiintry. 
One year ago, the faithful founder 
of the orphanage died, and the work 
has been carried on by his eldest son. 
A new brick dormitory for children 
under six years of age is now being 
erected* and funds are needed for ad­ 
ditions to the Industrial department. 
The manager appeals to all charitably 
Inclined people to assist him. 
Thanksgiving is near at hand, and 
donations of vegetables, fruits, can- 
ined goods, meats, 
poultry, butter, 
etc^ are gratefully received.

im a large task to provide meals tor 
this great number. 
Surely many will

a Swede, 45 years old, had fallen 
about 12 feet to the pavement, causing 
a compound fracture of the right leg 
near the ankle. The fracture resisted 
treatment, and in the course of time 
five inches of the bone were removed. 
It seemed that the only thing left was 
amputation. 
The surgeon determined 
to attem pt to graft the bone from the 
foreleg of a dog to the sawed-off end 
of the leg bone of the man. 
A small 
black-and-tan dog was selected for 
the experiment, placed under ether, 
and his leg prepared. 
The ends of 
the bones of the 
man and the dog 
were united by silver wire, and dog 
and man fastened rigidly together in 
a plaster cast. The report says: “The 
man suffered very little pain or incon­ 
venience except for tw'o or three days, 
during w hich the dog was restless and 
would attem pt to move. 
The more 
the 
dog 
would move the more pain 
w'as inflicted, not only upon the dog, 
but upon the man. 
The dog soon re­ 
alized this, so that it w'as not neces­ 
sary after the fourth day to give the 
dog morphine to keep him quiet. The 
dog and the man became very much 
’attached’ to each other.” Five weeks 
later the bones had knitted firmly and 
the dog w^as removed by sawing off 
his leg. 
The other end of the new 
bone was united 
to the man’s bone 
without difficulty. 
Six months after 
the union the thin bone from the dog 
had grow'n and developed almost to 
the size of the original bone in the 
man’s leg. 
The man walks with a 
cane, but can get along without it if 
necessary.

Movement That Is Strong In South­ 


east Missouri Is Now Travel­ 


ing Westward. 


The 
anti-saloon movement, which 
started In for Southeast Missouri, has 
gradually worked its way into South­ 
west Missouri counties, says the Kan­ 
sas City Star. 
Wright county, the 
last that voted on the subject, went 
“dry” by more than 4 to 1. 
Under the Missouri local option law 
any county or city can vote on the 
question whether it will allow saloons 
to be run within its borders. The ef­ 
fect of the law has been to introduo© 
prohibition into many of the less popu­ 
lous counties. Saloons have been shut 
out of some of the counties of North­ 
west Missouri for years. There are a 
few counties on the west slope of the 
Ozarks where there are no licensed 
saloons, but in some of them there is 
a constant warfare between the people 
who oppose the sale of liquor and the 
“blind tigers” and drug stores of a 
certain class.
